War in Kuroiic 

Brief as is tho Europoan intelligence 
is that tbo telegraph wiro brings us, 
it is novortholoss highly portontous. 
Though no actual collision is yot ro- 
portcd, war it would seem lias roally 
commoncod in Europe, and by this 
timo it is fair to concludo tbnt two of 
the most iormidablo and best disci 
plinod armios that could bo brought 
faco to faoe, by any two of tho great 
Europoan Powers, aro now engaged 
in deadly conflict. Tho despatch 
aftor passing through so many hands 
comes to us in a somowhnt confused 
form, but wo road that agreonbly to 
tho announcement of hor representa- 
tives in tho Federal Diot, war has 
commenced, producing as a matter of 
courso "great commotion and financial 
depression throughout GomiMiiy 
Tbo despatch further says that tho 
vote mobilizing tho Federal army was 
regarded as an act of dissolution and 
hostility on tho part of tho States bus 
taining tho vote, and tho Prussian 
.Representatives woro withdrawn from 
tho Diet on tho 15th, tho Prussian 
t/oops having previously entered 
Saxony and Hanover. No collision 
had so far boon reported, but it is not 
within tho bounds of probability that 
tho Prussians would long bo permittod 
to maintain an undisturbed footin 
thoso Kingdoms, and Gen. Bendiok it 
was boliovod, would immediately movo 
forward and attack tho Prussian linos 
On tho 16th, tho Federal Diet hold an 
extraordinary meeting to decido on 
tho motion of Saxony, that Austrian 
Bavaria" be roquestod immediately to 
adopt such measures as woro nocossi- 
tated by tho Prussian invasion." Tho 
result of that mooting is not given, 
but may be taken, wo should say, as a 
foregono conclusion. Tho restric- 
tions sought to bo imposed by both 
Prussia and Austria on tboquostions to 
bo determined at tho proposed Euro, 
poan Congross, rendered it obvious to 
the world that no pacific solution of 
tho international differoncoa could 
bo arrivod at, aud in tho moantimo ac- 
tive military preparations woro going 
on on both sides, while it bocamo a 
mere question of timo as to how, whore 
and whon an open rupturo to precipi- 
tate a war, was to occur. On tho 
4th June, that wily statesman Bis- 
arck, broke tho ico with an inflated 
circular, in which ho assorts that tho 
" determination to make war is Bottled 
at Vionna, Austria having manifested 
an utter absenco of all readiness to 
enter into confidential negotiations to 
disouss tho possibilities of an agree- 
ment" and leaving no doubt that tho 
Imperial Ministry " desiro war at any 
price, partly in tho hopo of successes 
in tho field, and partly to hoal domes- 
tic difficulties — nay, even Austrian 
finances, by popular contributions or 
by honorablo bankruptcy," Tho 
Prussian Minister then concludes with 
these ominous words. " Tho fact of 
war issettlod by this determination at 
Vionna, and tho only further point is 
to choose a favorable time to begin." 
Tho sequel shows that tho timo had 
arrived. Prussia has seceded from tbo 
confederacy by withdrawing her re- 
presentatives, and bIio now throws 
down tho gauntlet, which Austria and 
hor federal allies aro not only ready 
but eager to pick up. Tho Prussians 
according to rccont telegrams ro- 
ceivod, had moved into JJolstein 
undor Gon Floiss and occupied tho 
important positions of Kiel, Ponds- 
burg and Fredericks! adt. Tho 
Austrian garrison at Rendsburg, 
an important stronghold on tho Eyder, 
near tho Schloswig iron tier, finding 
itsoll outnumbered evacuated tho post 
without a struggle, and 11 i o Austrian 
forces, under Goblontz, then concen- 
trated at Altona, near .Hamburg, 
which they also avacnated upon tho 
approaoh of tho Prussians in superior 
numbers. It is, however, in Silesia, 
Saxony, Jlanovor, or Bavaria, that tho 
grand strugglo for tho mastery will 
no doubt tako placo. Prussia will have 
hor hands full until Italy draws the 
sword ; on tho otbor hand tho three 
Federal Kingdoms can bring into tho 
fiold an army of 160,000 men. Tho 
next news from Europe will bo fraught 
with interest, and tho movements ol 
tho "mastor spii it of thoago" who 
"hates tho treaty of 1815 " and has 
his eaglo oyo on tho "map of Europe," 
will bo anxiously scanned. 



supporting tho vote. Tho Prussian 
troopB, boforo tho Prussian Popreson- 
tatives woro withdrawn from tho 
Diet, and on tho 15th, ontored Saxony 
and Ilanovor. At tho closing of this 
despatch there was no news of a col- 
lision, though it was genorally bo- 
liovod that Gon, Bondick would immo^ 
diatoly movo to attack tho Prussians 
in Saxony. The Diot held an oxtra 
ordinary mooting on tho 10th, to de- 
cido on tho motion of Saxony that 
Austrian Bavaria bo requested itnmos 
diatoly to adopt such measuros as 
woro necessitated by tho Prussian 
invasion. A Frankfort despatch says 
Princo Charles of Bavaria, will bo 
appointed commandor-iu-chiof of tho 
Fodoral army. 



Eastern States 

Washington, Juno 28, — Tho House 
pas3od the Senate bill to oroato addi 
tional land oflicos in Oregon. Julian, 
from tho Committee on Public Lands, 
reported n hill explaining tho limit 
act to grant the right of way to tho 
Humboldt Canal Company, which was 
possod. Tho Houso discussod tho 
tariff bill for sovoral hours, and dovol- 
opod tho fact that thoro will bo stren- 
uous exertions made to get tho duties 
on coal and iron raised. Thad Stevons 
soid ho looked at it as a froo trade 
bill from beginning to end. Tho com- 
missioners of tho land ofiico havo is- 
sued ordors to Gen. Sutter for a now 
Holvotia rancho, which covers tho city 
of Sacramonto. 



South America. 

Now York, Juno 29.— The Herald's 
Eio Janeiro correspondent gives doi 
tails of a battle between tho Paraguay- 
ans and tho allied army. It appears 
that tho Paraguayans, instoad of fall- 
ing baokfromHumatia as tho allios con- 
fidently expected, awaited tho ap- 
proach of tho latter, and by a bold and 
sudden dash gave thorn sovero blows j 
but roinforcoments arriving tho Bra- 
zilians finally retired ; tho day was 
however won without receiving terri- 
ble punishment ; moro than a thou- 
sand woundod Brazilians had arrived 
at Corrientas. Tho Paraguayans still 
resolutely hold their fort, a sovero 
battlo boiug anticipated. 



California. 

San Francisco, Juno W. — Tho stoam- 
hip Oriflammo arrivod at 9 o'clock 
last night, fifty hours from Columbia 
River Bar and sixty from Portland. 
Tho Montana arrivod at mid-night, 
sixty-threo hours from Portland, and 
fifty-throe and a-halffrom the Bar. 

Tho great project of connoeting 
New York and London, via San Fran- 
cisco, by telegraph, is quietly but en- 
ergetically going forward, and beforo 
tho close of next summer it is confi- 
dently expected tho lino will bo com- 
pleted.

Tho Houso of Assembly was. dissolved on 
tho 15th ult., ami tho writs for tlie now eteo 
tiorw woro returnable on tho 20ib itiHt- The 
new eonlodoruto ministry coukl not command 
ti majority of the House, nnd have again ap- 
pealed to tho people on Iho question of con- 
federation. There seems to havo been a rap- 
idly growing sentiment throughout the 
province in luvour of confederation, which 
would no doubt have resulted In tho adop- 
tion, on tho patt of the Legislature and tho 
people of some equitable scheme of Union, 
but it is much to be feared that the! course 
pursued by Governor Gordon, in acting eon- 
•y to the wishes of his constitutional ad- 
visers, will retard tho object which ho and 
present council wish to accomplish. The 
peoplo ol Now Brunswick have a full appre- 
ciation of their constitutional rights and 
ivileges, and will not readily submit to 
any infringement thereof, although many 
may bo tempted to do bo, either to gain a 
political measure, or to reinstate a favorite 
minister. Unhappily therefore the question 
of confederation at tbo present elections will 
not be fairly at issue, and if the result proves 
adverso to Union, it must be attributed to 
tbo arbitrary and ill advised act ol the 
Governor. Mr, Gordon, unlike the autocrat, 
maintains not a dignified silence but has 
boldly entered the area ol'debate; it is question- 
able however il tho proud boast of name and 
ancestry that is displayed in the tallowing 
passage, extracted from ono of his published 
documents, will bo likely to allure from their 
constitutional rights the minds of tho peoplo 
of New Brunswick: 

" In concluding this discussion, His Ex- 
cellency cannot but remark on tho disad- 
vantages, under which ho labors in its cou- 
duct. 

''The restraints of his position and tho eense 
of soli-respect render it impossible for him 
to employ weapons whioh may safely be di- 
rected against himself. To tho vast majority

On Sunday last, encountered u 
severe hailstorm. There wore no vessels 
Joading at Nanaimo and no news from there. 

Later from Bio Bknu.— A canoe arrived 
from New Westminster on Saturday evening 
with ono paisengor, who brought a lotter 
from a grocer lato of this city, but now keep- 
ing a storo on French Creek. The writer 
opeaks glowingly ol the prospocts— says lhe 
claims have commenced to tako out dust in 
great quantities, and that it has commenced 
to circulate freely.

Death of a Hawaiian Princess. 

[From tho San Francisco Bulletin.] 
Tho dentil of Princess Victoria of Hawaii, 
promises to raiso complications in tho govern- 
ment of that kingdom which aro likely to 
prove verj prejudicial to American intorests. 
Under the law tho deceased Princess acted us 
a check upon hasty legislation, her Bignaturo 
being necessary to tho enactment of all laws. 
Being a warm frieud to tho United States, the 
intrigues of both tho French and English 
members of tho Koyal Cabinet met with but 
little success during her life. By her death 
the present king, Kumehumeha V., stands alone 
tho last of his royal line, and who will fill the 
placo of the lato Princess in office under the 
low, is not known. Tho present King is single 
and his state of health gives no hope of long 
life. His reign, like thoso of his predeces- 
sors, will undoubtedly bo a short ono. In 
case of bis death thero will likely bo four 
claimants to tlio throne, nono of whom has 
actual right to tho same, and to the claim ol 
no ono of them is it likoly that tho nation will 
give an undivided support. Ono of tho claim- 
ants will be I'rinco William, a cou3in of the 
prosent King, whoso habils wero so int»mper- 
ate that he was set asido from Buccessiou to 
the throno by Kamebomcha III, Although u 
man of good order ol intellect, his dissipation 
is such that ho is not allowed tho managoment 
of hia own property. David Kalikeon, the 
present King's Chamberlain, is a claimant 
through the high rank of his mother, and also 
through being tho reputed natural son of 
Kamobamoho I II. The above two claimants 
aro of pure Hawaiian blood, while tho remain- 
ing two — Queen Iimma, wile of the lato King, 
and Mrs Bishop, wife of A. C. BUhop, baukcr 
of Honolulu, ara of half white parentage. 
Queen Emma was at last accounts in London, 
and from report was very much under tho In- 
fluence of Episcopacy, of which tho so-called 
Reformed Catholic Church at tho Isiauds is a 
zealous branch. She had no claims to the 
throne, save through_Jier marriage to tho lute 
king. Mrs Iiiihop was lutoly in Sun Francisco, 
und claims through her mother, who held high 
runic in tho kingdom, It will thus bo seen 
that not ono of the four claimants has an un- 
doubted right to tho throne, and ruiilly possess 
no qualifications that cannot be ns well claimed 
by the others. It is consequently obvious, 
that on thu domiso of tho present King foreign 
itillucnces advorso to tho United States will lie 
brought Into uso to elect soma ouo of tho clai- 
mants most favorable to tho desired interest, or 
failing of this, to negotiate away tho soveroigu, 
ty of tho Islands to Prance or England (the 
formor in all probability) under tho plea of a 
protectorato liko that of Tahiti. That BUCU 
protectorate will mako tho kingdom a virtual 
colony to such foreign power, Tahiti is a clear 
example. Tho opon annexation of thoso Is* 
lands to I'\"w4ico or Knglund woulu not bo more 
thorough than a so-called protectorate. All 
the material interests of tho Kingdom of Ha- 
waii are essentially American, tho vast bulk ol 
property thoro belonging to our people, who 
havo brought tho native population from a 
Btato of barbarism to that of civilisation. Tho 
great part of our whaling fleet somi-yuarly ren, 
dezvoua at tho ports, and in the common su- 
qtienco of events thoso Islands should in time 
become an integral portion of tne United States. 
I)y their geographical position thoir possession 
by Franco or England would he a standing 
menace by thoso countries against our com- 
merco in tho Pacific, crippling us at onco In 
case of war, without opportunity of retaliation 
in kind. The cabinet of tho prosenl King is 
mainly oomposcd of lOngliah and French, with 
a fow AnjorionuB, who during Iho lato robolliou

Some years ago, when Thomas Wicaua 
projected his wonderful cigar ship, the atten- 
tion of the maritime world was excited for 
the result of his invention, which he is still 
prosecuting. But before that is perfected 
another invention has been given to the 
world bv Goorge F. Snyder, of this city, 
whioh promises to bo a still greater wonder 
thun anything that has yet uppearod upon 
the face of the waters, not excepting even tho 
application of steam by Robert Fulton for 
the propulsion of vessels. Tho vessel invent- 
ed by Snyder is a oylindor, and lias n rotury 
motion. A working model of the vessel in. 
now lying at tho shipyurd of Browster& Pot- 
tor, at Cunton, and the trials mudo with it 
huve been entirely satisfactory, a speed of 
six miles per hour having beeu made by hand 
power. As stated before, lhe vessol is a 
cylinder, through the center of which passes 
a shaft, which is stationary, and supports thu 
decks for freight, passengers and machinery, 
and which remain in tho sumo position, 
whatever may bo the motion of the ship. In 
tho working model thero is a cog wheel in 
lhe coutro of the lower interior surluco, 
working iuto a cog which entirely belts the 
interior, and is the motive power propelling 
tho rolary progress through tho water. 

It is now designed to build a vessel ol forly 
loot diameter, into which will bo placed two 
steam engines ol fifty horso power each, and 
with that it is expected to make a speed of 
from lorty to fifty milos an hour. The ves- 
sel will draw, when lying still, not more than 
ten or twolvo inches ol water, and the draft 
will be reduced when the ruacliinory is put 
in motion. On the outside surface will be 
paddles set two feet apart, besides which 
there will bo four keels, ono at each end, 
and two at tho centro. Those kuels are in- 
tended to prevent the vessel fioin drifting 
in time of high wind, and to protect tho pud- 
dle in tho event that tho ship should strike 
upon lhe bottom. The new " revolver," as 
the style ol vessol has been called, wiil be 
ol 300 tons burdon, and, besides freight, will 
havo cupucity lor about 'M0 or -400 passen- 
gers. Her slcering apparatus consists of a 
small inclosed boat, tho bow of which ih 
worked by pulleys attached to two beams 
running from the coutre shaft around to ouo 
side, or lhe stern of the ship, and it is claimed 
that she can bo turned in tho space occu- 
pied by her length in the waler. A number 
of gentlemen in this city have taken 
hold of the thing and will push the now 
voBsel to completion, bo that she may be 
ready to make a trial trip on tho 4th of July 
next, A model of the new wonder is at the 
offico of John S. Selby, No. 71 .Second 
street, where it may ba seen by those who 
feel an interest 'in tho advancing science of 
the ago. Tho Bmall draught of water will 
render tho vessol, if successful, of incalcul- 
able value fortbe navigation of the rivers which 
penetrate the heart of tho great West, while 
its speed fur outstrips that of any other 
ship. Tho Bame principle may bo applied 
to land vehicles on ordinary roads, and may 
be guided as easily ns those drawn by horses. 
Some prominent engineers who have exam- 
ined the principle declare it feasible, and 
much curious desire will await the advent ol 
the uew vessel in lhe Pulnpi-co.
